All Aboard 
The Bus 


It’s time to get on a bigger and 
better bus. Data-throughput 
points like serial buses and IDE 
have nearly reached their per¬ 
formance limits. The latest 
answer to opening up band¬ 
width is called the Universal 
Serial Bus (USB) and it’s already 
shipping on many new mother¬ 
boards. The unassuming USB 
accommodates any number of 
peripherals on a single connec¬ 
tion as long as their cumulative 
bandwidth demands don’t 
exceed 12Mbps. That’s about 
100 times the limit of current 
serial buses. 

The USB is wide enough to 
daisy-chain a printer, scanner, 
still camera, and removable 
hard drive from one port. 
Imagine a single box on your 
desk that is your phone, fax 
machine, VCR, and videocon¬ 
ferencing station—all hooked 
up through one cable. You can 
even install cantankerous 
peripherals like an ISDN 
modem or a CD-ROM drive 
without popping your PC’s 


top and fiddling with the 
motherboard. 

The USB also signals the 
beginning of the end for that 
jumble of wires and AC 
adapters behind your desk. The 
four-wire USB cable resembles 
a thick mouse cable and has a 
unique topology that lets ven¬ 
dors put connectors for mice, 
joysticks, stereo speakers, and 
lots more, in monitors and key¬ 
boards. Philips and Nokia are 


among several companies 
developing USB monitors. 
Meanwhile, KeyTronic and 
Cherry have shown prototype 
keyboards, although they 
probably won’t be available 
for a few months. 

Continuing the quest to 
improve usability and perfor¬ 
mance in PCs and peripherals, 
several companies, including 
Microsoft and Intel, have 
agreed on a new standard called

Ironically, the USB is 
referred to as the SIPC’s low- 
speed bus because it will be 
followed by a superfast 
200Mbps-to-400Mbps IEEE 
1394 bus—also known as the 
Firewire bus. It will connect 
things like a stereo, a VCR, a 
camcorder, a satellite dish, or a 
cable TV box to any device that 
mixes high-bandwidth audio 
and video streams. The 
Firewire bus will also handle 
high-resolution videoconfer¬ 
encing, standard and interactive 
movies, and digital video data 
(DVD)-quality 3-D images 
and stereo sound. 

Another component of SIPC 
is OnNow, a software initiative 
that will bring your computer 
to life in 3 to 5 seconds—just 
like your TV and stereo. Actu¬ 
ally, your PC will likely never 
shut down. Instead, your hard 
drive will spin down. That way, 
it could automatically wake up 
to send and receive faxes or 
back up a hard drive. Microsoft, 
Intel, and other companies have 
teamed up to make sure that the 
implementation code for On¬ 
Now is consistent throughout 
hardware drivers, operating 
systems, and applications. 

These technologies proba¬ 
bly won’t be available for a 
year or more. But the USB, the 
Firewire, and OnNow will 
eventually put PCs at the cen¬ 
ter of the galaxy of consumer 
electronics—right where they 
belong. MH

Hate to 'Wait? 


W hats the most agonizing delay? The post office on April 
15th? Disneyland rides at Christmas? Motor vehicle 
departments everywhere? DOOMSDAY TRAFFIC TIE-UPS on a 
summer-escape Friday? That’s all kid’s stuff compared with the hours 
you spend in thousands of little annoying chunks waiting for your PC. 
Paul’s Law: The faster the CPU, the more delays you’re forced to endure. 


Chubby, sloppy software is one culprit. 
Software developers know that speedier CPUs 
mean they can jam in more time-consuming 
doodads, and WRITE FAT, LAZY, UNOPTIMIZED, 
RUSH-IT-TO-MARKET CODE. When you see the 
words Exciting new features! on the upgrade 
box, it really means You're gonna be seeing a 
lot more of your hourglass. 

Compared with the crawling systems of just 
a few years ago, today’s hardware flies. But even 
with the fastest CPUs, how much of your life do 
you spend staring at an onscreen “wait” icon, or 
'switching a progress meter inch slowly up while 
your computer yawns and refuses to budge? 

Another villain is ONLINE CONSTIPATION. Web 
developers figure everyone has such zippy 
hardware that they can create overly complex 
line-choking 200K pages and jam streaming 
video down the pipe.

Pipe Dreams 



M ost World Wide Web “visionaries” tend to share 
the same hallucinations, developed at a conference. 
The latest is that the Web will consolidate into a few 
big players—and the process has already started. The thou¬ 
sands of Web sites cropping up monthly have little chance 
to succeed, because megacorporations will rule the roost. 


Other delusions make this prediction more 
believable. The first is that Netscape, Yahoo, 
and other high-flying stocks won’t be able 
to withstand the inevitable reality check. 
The entire high-tech world of bloated 
price/earnings-ratio superstocks is going 
to crumble any minute. Research reports 
make matters worse by indicating that the 
Web will be running at capacity (whatever 
that is!) by the first quarter of 1997, and 
will be so clogged that everything will have 
to be seriously restructured to the way it 
ought to be (whatever that is!). 

The notion that the Web will clog up is 
further compounded by (1) the obvious 
incompetence of the phone companies to 
deliver enough service, (2) the possible fail¬ 
ure of cable-modem technology, (3) Inter¬ 
net protocol-address shortages, (4) overuse 
of bandwidth-hogging net TV and net 
radio technologies, and (5) excessive use of 
bandwidth-sapping multimedia pages. 

So boom, collapse, consolidation. There 
will be a serious shakeout and when things 
stabilize, the Web will start over again in 
1998, owned by the big boys. 

Well, this grim scenario is only wishful 
thinking on the part of large companies 
that hope to stave off a direct threat to then- 
core print-oriented business. It’s ludicrous 
to say this in print, but print as we know it 
is dead. Furthermore, big print companies 
cannot go heavily into the Web without 
suffering enormously in the process and 
ending up as small companies. The prob¬ 
lem is that no large print publisher can get 
too far into Web services without chop¬ 
ping into its core business. 

I’m amused by the latest iteration of TV 
Guide Online: The site is very polished and 


professional looking. Hot, in fact. It’s pretty 
much everything you want from TV Guide, 
and it’s free. You can easily print out the 
daily listings and browse a few low-IQ arti¬ 
cles. There’s even a word game to take the 
place of the crossword puzzle. There are no 
advertisements as far as I could tell. 

So what’s wrong with this picture? 
This is one of the sites Web critics point 
out saying, “See? You can’t make money 
on the Web.” I suppose 
not, since they aren’t even 
trying. You have to ask 
yourself what the heck TV 
Guide wants to accomplish 
with this site. When you 
ask most print magazine 
publishers about their sites 
they usually say, “We’re 
using it to generate sub¬ 
scriptions to the magazine.” 

At some point it’s tempting 
to ask if they’d rather com¬ 
mit suicide with a revolver 
or a hari-kari knife. 

Online magazine 
can do one of two things: 
nothing at all, or cannibalize 
their print version. Unfor¬ 
tunately, everyone in print 
media is in the awkward 
position of trying to find a 
way to make the transition 
from print to Web without going broke. 
Just yesterday someone told me they didn’t 
bother to renew their free subscription to a 
weekly trade journal because they get the 
stories online three days before the print 
edition hits the streets. It’s actually better 
on the Web! If this newspaper stopped its 


online service, some Web-zine would 
sneak in and do it. There are already a slew 
of Mac Web-zines. I think they’re screwed. 

Smart technology-oriented publishers 
have a sense of this problem. But big mass- 
market publishers such as Hearst, Times 
Mirror, Bertelsmann, and Conde Nast are 
totally clueless. They’re lucky the mass 
market hasn’t discovered the Web yet. 
There will be blood in the streets when 
these big guys start to scramble in a panic 
unlike anything we’ve ever witnessed. 
That’s when the supposed consolidation 
will take place. What it will amount to is 
big boneheads with too much money buy¬ 
ing up everything in sight, oblivious to the 
fact that the online business model is com¬ 
pletely different from the print model. 

Some will manage to work within the 
new structure but most won’t. The biggest 
fallout will be the corrupt 
distribution channel. And 
it’s unlikely to reemerge on 
the Web. Companies that 
work well within the old 
Mafia-ridden system or 
those that own powerful dis¬ 
tributors themselves (Hearst 
owns one of the best) won’t 
have this advantage any¬ 
more. There is no shelf-space 
problem on the Web. Distri¬ 
bution is built in, and a Web¬ 
zine has the same reach as a 
Web version of Vanity Fair. 

This means that a small, 
quality publisher has the 
same chance to succeed as a 
schlockmeister with deep 
pockets. And scads of folks 
would just as soon make a 
Web product at home 
instead of work for a con¬ 
glomerate. Since it’s entirely possible that 
the guy working from home will even 
make more money, what idiot will work 
for a big corporation? There are enough 
people out there to fill the Web with lively 
material for the next 100 years. Web con¬ 
solidation is a pipe dream.

Ultratrim and Built 


IBM ThinkPad 560 


■ Jj Thin is in. While rumors 
swirl about superskinny 
portables due out soon from 
iBimlnll several industry heavy¬ 
weights, IBM’s ThinkPad 560 is hitting 
the mat. From an early preview we can 
confirm that the machine heralds a new 
era for portables. IBM’s newest is thinner 
than Montana pond ice in April. 

Raise the lid, and a 12.1-inch active- 
matrix display appears. Jaws will drop at 
the color and luminance beaming from a 
machine that weighs a mere 4.1 pounds 
and measures a little more than 1 inch 
thick. IBM’s ability to shoehorn an 
active-matrix panel—not to mention a 
motherboard, power supply, hard drive, 
and keyboard—into such a slender form 
factor crosses a new threshold in note¬ 
book engineering. 

The screen is the same one found on 
Big Blue’s portly multimedia offerings. 
The display looks stunningly bright. 
Although it was engineered to be slightly 
dimmer when running on batteries to save 
charge life, colors are radiant even when 
there’s no AC outlet in sight. In fact, the 
ThinkPad 560 is the first ultraportable 
from any maker that comfortably serves as

a presentation platform. After all, its dis¬ 
play is bigger than the screens on most 
notebooks weighing twice as much. And 
as you’d expect, it renders pixel resolu¬ 
tions of 800 by 600 onscreen, and 1,024 by 
768 on an external monitor. But then who 
needs an external monitor when you’ve 
got a display that’s as large as many 14- 
inch desktop CRTs? 

Of course, there’s no CD-ROM drive. 
But there is Sound Blaster-compatible 
16-bit audio. There’s even a stereo speaker 
shrewdly mounted under the keyboard 
(audio effects seem to emanate from 
nowhere the first few times you hear 
them). If nothing else, the ThinkPad 560 
should once and for all ring the death knell 
for flip charts. 

Bye-bye, Butterfly Gone is the 
expanding keyboard found on IBM’s 
701C, or Butterfly. Gone, for that matter, 
is the Butterfly. With a 12.1-inch screen, a 
full-size keyboard fits into the 560’s form 
factor: 8.7 by 11.7 by 1.2 inches. There’s 
even enough space for a 3-inch wrist rest— 
long overdue for the ThinkPad family. 

In other words, the ThinkPad 560 is 
bigger than the Butterfly it replaces, but 
it’s thinner and gains no extra weight. This

is a win-win upgrade, which you’ll better 
appreciate when you’re in a mad panic at 
an airport departure gate, certain the light 
load of your briefcase means you left the 
machine behind. As you thrash through 
papers and whatnot, it will peek out from 
a back compartment. This is a machine 
that utterly desires to travel. 

Pump It Up Another departure from 
the Butterfly is the ThinkPad 560’s 
power. It’s driven by a 100MHz, 
120MHz, or—soon—133MHz Pentium 
CPU. Because our 120MHz test unit was 
a prototype, we couldn’t run performance 
benchmarks. But ThinkPads have never 
been leaders in raw performance. And 
IBM’s subnotebooks in particular have 
traditionally been saddled with anemic 
CPUs. We applaud IBM for making high- 
end processors available in the 560. 

As a standard configuration, the 
ThinkPad 560 comes with a mere 8MB of 
EDO RAM, although it’s expandable to 
40MB. It’s a fair bet that anyone in the 
market for a 133MHz Pentium notebook 
will want at least 16MB. 

An 810MB hard drive is standard 
(there’s a 1.08GB option) but it’s non¬ 
removable—a small price to pay for the 


system’s slender design. 1GB of storage 
should be adequate, even for long multi- 
media presentations. Despite the 560’s 
big screen and fast CPU, it’s a traveling 
machine, not a desktop replacement. 

Otherwise, the ThinkPad 560 comes 
with the same complement of features 
you’d find on any full-size notebook. 
We’re happy to see the VGA port migrate 
to the system itself (on the Butterfly it 
required an external connector). There 
are two Type II PC Card slots. But 
whether you can jimmy just any old 
Type II device into that tight space is 
questionable. The machine features an 
infrared port, audio I/O connectors, a 
port for the detachable floppy drive, and 
an integrated microphone. 

Cost Benefit IBM offers an 11.3-inch 
dual-scan passive-matrix display as an 
option. Couple that with the 100MHz Pen¬ 
tium processor, and you can own a Think¬ 
Pad 560 starting at $2,700—a price that 
should keep Big Blue’s phone ringing until 
Christmas. Our test unit, a 120MHz Pen¬ 
tium with a resplendent 12.1-inch active- 
matrix screen, costs more; final prices 
weren’t set at press time, but IBM expects 
its high-end models to cost $3,900.

How many shrink-wrapped 
software packages does it take 
to make a Web page? If you 
said more than one, don’t 
bother sending your resume to Microsoft. 
In Redmond, the fast-moving Internet 
strategy is to weave Web browsing and 
authoring tools into Microsoft’s flagship 
desktop application suite, Office. Eventu¬ 
ally, the company hopes to make shifting 
from Word to Excel to a Web page so 
smooth that you’ll hardly feel a ripple. 

A key part of the strategy is to make 
Office-formatted documents accessible to 
Web surfers who don’t own or use 
Office. That piece of the puzzle is already 
in place with free viewers that let Win¬ 
dows and Macintosh users work with 
Word, Excel, PowerPoint, or Access files. 
Some of the viewers are even into their 
second generation. Microsoft’s Word 
viewer comes standard with Windows 95, 
but an updated version is available on 
Microsoft’s Web site that includes new 
features like support for Internet Short¬ 
cuts. But the second strategic objective— 
turning those same Office applications 
into tools that can create native HTML 
documents—is just beginning. 

Last fall, Microsoft acquired Vermeer 
Software and its FrontPage suite of 
HTML-authoring and Web-site manage¬ 
ment software. Around the same time, 
Microsoft introduced the first in a series of 
free Internet Assistants—add-ins to all the 
Office applications (most designed for use 
with Windows 95 and Windows NT only) 
that make it possible to quickly produce 
simple HTML documents. 

FrontPage 1.1 Last April, Microsoft 
stole a page from Netscape’s playbook 
and posted a beta release of FrontPage 1.1 
on its Web site, encouraging prospective 
users to download and test the new ver¬ 
sion of this Web-publishing software 
until the June 30 expiration date. This 
upgrade adds a few useful features, most 
notably multilevel undo and a wizard that 
automatically creates frame sets. Other 
noticeable changes fall strictly into the 


fit-and-finish category, intended to inte¬ 
grate FrontPage with the rest of the appli¬ 
cations in the Office family. That means a 
new set of toolbars, a shared spell¬ 
checker, add-ins that let users jump from 
Office apps to FrontPage, and a usability- 
improved Setup program. 

The biggest change, though, is Front- 
Page’s cost, which Microsoft slashed to an 
expected street price of $149, with an extra 
$40 rebate for registered users of Office 
95. Microsoft says this introductory pric¬ 
ing will end on New Year’s Eve, 1996, but 
if previous upgrade policies are any guide, 
expect the cut-rate pricing to be extended 
well into 1997. 

Word Internet Assistant The first 
beta copies of this add-in for Microsoft’s 
Word appeared shortly after Office 95’s 
debut last year, giving Word the ability to 
read and write HTML-formatted files. The 
tools in Word’s Internet Assistant aren’t 
fancy: The free add-in consists of a rudi¬ 
mentary Web viewer, a handful of filters 
for HTML tags and JPEG and GIF graph¬ 
ics, and an HTML template and export fil¬ 
ter. By clicking a button on Word’s 
formatting toolbar, you can toggle between 
Web Browse view and Edit view, although 
an annoying design flaw causes the inser¬ 
tion point to return to the top of the docu¬ 
ment each time you switch views. 

Word’s Internet Assistant does a capa¬ 
ble job of converting paragraph and char¬ 
acter styles into HTML tags. Toolbar 
buttons make it easy to adjust formatting 
or add rules, pictures, hyperlinks, and 
other page elements. While there’s no 
direct support for frames or other 
advanced Web features, you can insert 
markup text directly into a document if 
you’re fluent in raw HTML. 

The utility is less capable when it comes 
to working with existing HTML docu¬ 
ments. When we imported a complex Web 
page, for example, the Word window 
failed to display a table properly, although 
it looked just fine in the Web browser. 
Our conclusion: Word’s Internet Assis¬ 
tant is a good tool for quickly moving 
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documents from Word to the Web, but 
serious Web authors who need specific 
designs will outgrow it in no time. 

Excel Internet Assistant Installing 
the 220K Excel add-in tacks an Internet 
Assistant wizard onto Excel’s Tools menu. 
In five steps it converts an Excel range into 
an HTML table, preserving basic format¬ 
ting but not formulas. Creating a new page 
from an existing worksheet is simple and 
straightforward—select the range and fol¬ 
low the wizard’s prompts to add headers, 
footers, and other page details, then give 
the HTML file a name and click on Finish. 

The Excel add-in offers the option to 
save a worksheet range as an HTML table 
only, but you have to manually add a 
placeholder tag in the HTML document 
where you plan to insert the table. Web 
authors may find it easier to use the full- 
page option, then paste the table portion 
into the destination Web document. One 
of Excel’s greatest strengths is its ability to 
turn words and numbers into appealing 
graphs. It’s a pity that Excel’s Internet 
Assistant can’t handle charts and graphs, 
though. That’s at the top of our wish list 
for the next version. 

PowerPoint Options Given the sim¬ 
ilarity between PowerPoint slides and 
HTML pages, it’s not surprising that the 
Internet Assistant for PowerPoint easily 
converts formatted text and digitized 
images between the two formats. With a 
simple menu choice, it automatically 
translates entire presentations and adds a 
basic index page and easy controls for 
moving through the slide show. 

This simple HTML filter pales in 
comparison with Microsoft’s Power¬ 
Point Animation Player for ActiveX. 
The one-click utility packages a Power¬ 
Point presentation, complete with ani¬ 
mation and streaming sounds, into a 
compressed file. With the help of a 
downloadable Animation Player, the 
presentation can be played back inside a 
Web browser. Ironically, this helper

applet works better with Netscape’s 
Navigator 2.0 than with Microsoft’s own 
browser (although this summer’s release 
of Internet Explorer 3.0 should play 
catch-up). If you own Office, Power¬ 
Point is the easiest way to create multi- 
media Web pages. With little effort, you 
can fill your pages with professional¬ 
looking animation and sound. 

Access and Schedule-!- The most 
recent additions to the suite of Office 
Internet Assistants, for Microsoft’s Access 
and Schedule-F, have a Spartan look and 
feel, as though they were hurried out the 
door to round out the product line. Both 
utilities function as simple export filters, 
intercepting output originally formatted 
for a printer and converting it to simple 
HTML with the help of template files. For 
quick-and-dirty intranet publishing, 
they’re modest time-savers. 

The real payoff, of course, comes when 
Web browsers can dynamically tap into 
data stored in a database. If you have 
access to the Internet Information Server 
bundled with Windows NT Server Edi¬ 
tion, the Internet Database Connector 
will do the trick, but you’ll need to roll 
up your sleeves and generate some raw 
SQL queries first. 

Think of these Internet Assistants as 
placeholders, destined to disappear once a 
fully Internet-enabled version of Office 
arrives. Meanwhile, though, they’ll do 
basic HTML duties for undemanding 
Web authors who don’t want to crack 
another shrink-wrapped box. ED BOTT

In 
the case of Cyrix and its 6x86- 
P166, the answer is yes. 

Cyrix Inside The 6x86- 
P166’s performance lives up to 
its exultant hype. In Windows 
95 application tests, the system 
turned in performance scores 
nearly identical to those of 
Micron’s lightning-fast P166 
Millennia, and it performed 
only a nose behind IBM’s Per¬ 
sonal Computer 750—the two 
fastest 166MHz Pentium- 
based systems we’ve tested. 

But the 6x86’s ultimate des¬ 
tiny may be Windows NT. 
Like Intel’s Pentium Pro, the 
6x86 CPU uses a superscalar 
architecture and superpipelin¬ 
ing, with support for register 
renaming, multibranch predic¬ 
tion, and speculative execu¬ 
tion. It’s primed and revved for 
running 32-bit applications. 

On the other hand, the 
Cyrix chip better emulates 
the x86 instruction set than 
does the Pentium Pro—the 
reason why the Cyrix chip 
runs mixed 16-bit and 32-bit 
Windows 95 applications 
faster. In other words, it gives 
you the best of both worlds, 
so if Windows NT applica¬ 
tions are released fast enough 
to hasten your migration to 
that operating system, you 
won’t have to mothball your 
Cyrix 6x86-P166. 

Should you expect to pay a 
Pentium Pro-like premium for 
the Cyrix box? Not at all: Sys¬ 
tems start at $3,149—fully 
loaded. This undercuts the

$100, according to prices listed 
at press time. Given its perfor¬ 
mance, the Cyrix 6x86-P166 
could very well launch one of 
the hottest price wars to rav¬ 
age the industry in years.

Our $4,699 test system 
came with 32MB of high¬ 
speed EDO RAM, although 
we removed 16MB from the 
box for testing purposes.

We tested all three modems 
using Windows 95. While they 
all are V.34-compliant, only the 
PCA33IM reached 33.6Kbps 
out of the box. The Sportster 
Winmodem and Quicktel 
Speakerphone Modem can eas¬ 
ily be upgraded by download¬ 
ing the 33.6Kbps protocol 
software from the companies’ 
BBS or Web site. Versions of 
both modems that include 
33.6Kbps support out of the 
box should be available soon. 

Software Apps If it’s 
software you’re after, look to 
the Sportster Winmodem, the 
least costly of the three—it 
includes 14 software applica¬ 
tions on its USR Connections 
CD-ROM. The CD includes 
GNN, Spry’s Mosaic, Net- 
corn’s NetCruiser, Surf- 
Watch, VocalTec’s Internet 


Phone, and Intuit’s Quicken 
Deluxe. The Quicktel Speaker¬ 
phone Modem has a less exten¬ 
sive software selection, 
including Logicode’s Quick- 
Link and EarthLink’s Total 
Internet Access. The PCA33IM 
provided only three applica¬ 
tions, although one of them is 
Corel’s Internet Mania CD, 
which includes eight cool Inter¬ 
net utilities. 

Small-office users will benefit 
most from the Quicktel 
Speakerphone Modem. It 
includes jacks for a speaker and 
a microphone, as well as two 


RJ-11 ports for your telephone. 

Your Choice At $179, 
Logicode’s Quicktel is the most 
expensive of the three but a 
good choice for SOHO users 
who want a modem that dou¬ 
bles as a speakerphone. Philips’s 
$169 PCA33IM is a basic but 
solid modem with useful 
Internet utilities from Corel. 
The best choice, however, is 
the least expensive of the 
bunch—U.S. Robotics’ Sport¬ 
ster Winmodem. It packs 
powerful software and great 
usability into an unbeatable

Contrary to your better 
instincts, a 133MHz Pentium 
chip does not affect a note¬ 
book’s innards the way a 
welding torch affects a ball of 
tin foil. In fact, new 133MHz 
portables from AST, Dell, and 
Micron show that thermal 
concerns are unwarranted, 
performance is faster than 
you’d expect, and there’s no 
hit in battery life. 

Thank Intel for this. The 
notebook version of the 
133MHz Pentium chip comes 
wrapped in a thin, postage- 
stamp-size tape carrier pack¬ 
age. This means the chip’s 
computational core draws a 
flinty 2.9 volts of charge, while 
externally it runs at the stan¬ 
dard 3.3V. These technologies 
keep it as cool as a julep-sip- 
ping tourist in Juneau. 

Power for a Song The 
Ascentia P50 heralds AST’s 
long overdue entry into 
portable multimedia. As an 
upgrade to the venerable 
Ascentia line, the P50 gains size 
and heft to accommodate a gor¬ 
geous 11.3-inch active-matrix 
display and a quad-speed CD- 
ROM drive, which swaps with 
a second lithium-ion battery or 
a floppy drive. At 8.9 by 11.3 
by 2.5 inches and 8 pounds 
when dressed for travel, the 
P50 weighs in comparably with 
IBM’s ThinkPad 760CD and 
Toshiba’s Tecra 720CDT. 

The P50 features a 256K L2 
cache, 16MB of EDO RAM 
(expandable to 40MB), a 1.2GB 
removable hard drive, and all 
the bells and whistles you’d 
expect, including 16-bit sound 
with wavetable support, two 
(tinny) speakers, and an 
infrared port. Kudos to the key¬ 
board’s redesign and palm rest, 
which are made possible from 
the machine’s large footprint. 

For $300 less than the 


Ascentia P50, Micron’s Mil¬ 
lennia TransPort includes 
NTSC-compatible video cir¬ 
cuitry and two multifunction 
drive bays that hold a second 
lithium-ion battery, a CD- 
ROM drive, a floppy drive, or 
a second hard drive. 

The machine even comes 
with both a touch pad and a 
pointing stick (you can use 
only one or the other). Its 
chief drawback: At 9.4 by 
11.7 by 2 inches and 8.3 
pounds, it’s slightly bigger 
and heavier than the Ascentia 
P50. Still, it offers far more 
versatility. 

Relentless Warrior Dell’s 
rugged Latitude XPi resisted 
multimedia with a vengeance. 
And why not? The notebook 
is powerful, long-lasting, and 
lightweight—everything most 
road warriors need. The new 


Latitude XPi PI 33ST begrudg¬ 
ingly adds 16-bit audio (and 
only one speaker) to the faster 
CPU. The system also gains a 
big, bright 11.3-inch active- 
matrix display, which bumps 
its traveling weight up to 
about 6.5 pounds. Compared 
with the multimedia behe¬ 
moths from AST and Micron, 
the Latitude XPi is a pleasure 
to travel with. 

It features a 256K L2 cache 
and comes with 16MB of 
RAM. Hard drive options 
range from 540MB to 1.2GB. 
The Latitude XPi has an 
infrared port, but little else in 
the way of fancy features. 
Given its steepish $4,699 price 
with a 1.2GB hard drive, we 
were a bit disappointed. It’s a 
solid productivity machine, but 
plan to leave your CD-ROMs 
at home.

Your poor throbbing paws— 
fingers contort like bent coat 
hangers just to bang out a 
memo on your notebook key¬ 
board. Relief is at hand. The 
keyboard on Samsung’s new 
Sens 810 actually splits and 
angles out from the middle. 

Needless to say, this sort of 
ergonomic design is meant for 
long hours of typing—it’s just 
what you’d expect in a desktop 
replacement. The Sens 810’s 
key features bear this up: a 
120MHz Pentium, an 11.3- 
inch active-matrix display, a 
removable quad-speed CD- 
ROM drive, NTSC video cir¬ 
cuitry, and a 28.8Kbps modem. 

The notebook’s resume is 
impeccable. But all these great 
pieces don’t necessarily make a 
stunning whole. The Sens 810 
is big and heavy (7.7 pounds 
without an AC adapter). Its 
innovative keyboard definitely 
brings relief to the wrists, but 
less than you might imagine. It 


spreads only a few inches. 

The CD-ROM drive swaps 
with a second lithium-ion bat¬ 
tery, a floppy drive, or a televi¬ 
sion tuner—but not with a 
second hard drive, as does 
Micron’s Millennia TransPort. 


The machine costs $700 less 
than the Millennia, however. 
And if you opt for the bare- 
bones Sens 810 with a 100MHz 
chip, less memory, a smaller 
drive, and a passive-matrix 
screen, the price starts at $2,999.

$500 it comes close. With its 
lower price comes lower image 
quality, but if you can make 
the sacrifice, the PhotoPC is an 
affordable way to put photos 
onto your hard drive. 

The PhotoPC looks just like 
a snapshot film camera and it’s 
extremely easy to use. Just 
adjust the settings—resolution, 
flash mode, and timer—then 


point and shoot. Develop the 
photos by transferring them to 
your PC’s hard drive via serial 
cable. The bundled EasyPhoto 
software lets you view, edit, and 


print the photos. 

The PhotoPC’s 
biggest disadvantage 
is image quality. Its 
highest resolution, 
640 by 480 pixels, is 
easily surpassed by 
competing digital 
cameras. The Photo- 
PC’s internal memory 
can hold up to 16 

images and as many as 
32 standard-resolution (320 by 
240 pixels) shots. Even so, it’s a 
fine little camera if you want 
a low-cost way to snap instant 
digital photos.

Intuit makes its money off 
monthly service fees, as do

ilar prices). Ditto for Charles 
Schwab’s StreetSmart 2.0 and 


Reuters’ Money Network, 
which give you the advantages 
of trading online as well as 
fetching investment informa¬ 
tion. Investor Insight’s advan¬ 
tages relate more to the “how” 
than the “what.” 

Online services make you 
jump between different forums 
while the clock is ticking, and 
Charles Schwab and Reuters 
lock you into their own less- 
usable portfolio managers. By 
contrast, Investor Insight gives 


you a set of easy-to-navigate 
windows, the centerpiece of 
which is the Watch List of your 
stocks and mutual funds.

Loads of Listings 130 
Million Listings, the flagship 
CD collection from American 
Business Information, has the 
most listings of the three CDs, 
and provides more business 
information than the others. 130 
Million Listings can also locate 
listings geographically on a 
map. It isn’t always the most 
accurate, however. It was cor¬ 
rect less than half the time when 


we deliberately searched for 
out-of-date listings. 

PhoneDisc PowerFinder 96 
has 112 million listings that 
cover both residences and 
businesses. It was right seven 
out of ten times in our tests, 
and was exceptionally fast. 
You can limit your searches by 
state, city, zip code, and area 
code. PhoneDisc PowerFinder 
doesn’t provide the same 
in-depth data as 130 Million 
Listings, but it juggles differ¬ 
ent combinations of businesses 


and households, and is good 
for quick searches. 

Number, Please Select 
Phone Deluxe 1996 is the win¬ 
ner for accuracy; it was right 
eight out of ten times in our 
tests. The six-CD set has the 
best interface, and it’s almost as 
fast as PowerFinder. Select 
Phone’s search results are dis¬ 
played in labeled columns, 
making it easy to analyze the 
information. A feature called 
SmartFind extends search crite¬ 
ria, and ListMagic helps you

OCR, Easier Than Ever 



Optical character 
recognition is a 
well-understood 
science, if still 
slightly imperfect. The biggest 
difference among today’s OCR 
programs is how scanned docu¬ 
ments are processed and man¬ 
aged, rather than how 
accurately they’re recognized. 
That’s especially true when you 
compare two of the best OCR 
programs, Caere’s OmniPage 
Pro 7.0 for Windows 95 and 
Xerox’s TextBridge Pro 96. 

Fundamentally, both are 
effective OCR programs with 
accuracy percentages that hover 
in the high nineties and are often 
near-perfect with computer- 
printed or typewritten docu¬ 
ments. Each can handle 
complex documents, including 
pages with text columns and 
pictures, and both preserve such 
formatting in the process. 
Where they differ is in the ease 
with which they approach the 
OCR task, and in the postscan 
perks they offer. 

Easy Readers OmniPage 
Pro 7.0 has an edge in ease of 
use. OmniPage’s new OCR 
wizard easily guides you 
through the OCR process. 
This is OCR that anyone can 
use. TextBridge Pro 96 still has 
a bare-bones toolbar and 
employs cryptic menu choices 
like Start/Continue Process¬ 
ing. OmniPage is also compat¬ 
ible with Microsoft’s Office, 
hence its familiar look and feel. 

The two programs are more 
evenly matched when it comes 
to standard features. Both sup¬ 
port OLE 2.0, and each can be 
invoked from Microsoft’s 
Word, Corel’s WordPerfect, 
and other applications. Both can 
save scanned documents in pop¬ 
ular formats including HTML, 
thus letting you get documents 
onto a Web site faster and more 


easily. TextBridge includes a 
copy of SoftQuad’s HotMetal 
Light HTML editor for clean¬ 
ing up Web-bound documents. 

Scanning on Schedule 
OmniPage’s easy-to-use OCR 
scheduling option is nice if you 
have big document-scanning 
jobs. TextBridge can defer the 
OCR conversion process for 
documents already scanned; 
but OmniPage’s scheduler lets 
you queue up yet-to-be- 
scanned hard copy or scanned 
electronic files, and start the 
scanning and conversion pro¬ 
cess at a preset time. OmniPage 


also streamlines the OCR 
process with faxes by meshing 
seamlessly with Microsoft’s 
Exchange to quickly convert 
received faxes into editable text. 

Both programs are better at 
the basics than their previous 
versions. Scanning speed.is 
faster in both products. Accu¬ 
racy is still excellent with clean 
pages, and solid with scanned 
articles and legible faxes.

If your office network 
has an Internet connection, just 
run the PCN software and 
you’re ready to enjoy up-to- 
the-moment news headlines 
from Main Street to Wall Street, 
as well as sports scores, weather 
forecasts, and stock quotes. 

Audience of One To 
organize and make use of the 
flood of online news and infor¬ 
mation, you can customize 
PCN. Its personalizing features 
let you track up to 25 stocks, the 
weather in more than 265 cities, 
dozens of different sports, 
almost 40 industries, and even 
horoscope and lottery informa¬ 
tion. Where does all this data 
come from? Sources include 
Reuters, Standard & Poor’s 
Comstock, AccuWeather, PR 
Newswire, SportsTicker, and 
Business Wire. 

With the program’s Smart- 
Screen feature, you can set 
PCN to deliver current head¬ 
lines and advertising to your 
screen whenever your com¬ 
puter is idle. Clicking on any 
of the headlines or ads then 
launches PCN’s Channel- 
Viewer, which is where you 
read the news and information 


that you’ve customized to 
your preferences. You’re also 
greeted with continuous, ani¬ 
mated advertising for products 
and services, but at least the ads 
are tailored to your interests. 

One of our favorite features 
in PCN is Standard & Poor’s 
Comstock stock service. If you 
absolutely need stock quotes on 
a 15-minute delay, you’ll have 
to pay some other service. But if 
you’re patient enough to wait 
another 5 minutes, PCN gives 
you 20-minute-delayed stock 
quotes on up to 25 listings—a 
great way to keep up with your 
company and your investments. 
And graphical weather maps 


keep you apprised of the climate 
from California to Connecticut. 

Some Limits While 
PCN’s ChannelViewer is well 
designed, we found some 
interface drawbacks in the 
version we tested. One of its 
biggest shortcomings is that 
you can’t select news and 
information to copy and paste 
to the Clipboard. You can 
print a screen, but if you want 
to grab a few paragraphs and 
send them via e-mail to a col¬ 
league, you’re out of luck. 

Another limitation is the 
browser.

Set it up outside 
the office network’s fire wall for extra security.

Juggling live piranhas can be 
easier than setting up a Web 
server. Choosing Internet pro¬ 
tocol (IP) addresses, configur¬ 
ing the server, setting up fire 
walls, managing the site—they 
all add up to a gigantic task. 
Webtronics takes much of the 
headache out of Web-server 
configuration and mainte¬ 
nance with the WebBox, an 
all-in-one cigar box-size 
server that’s available for less 
than $1,000. 

Since the entire operating 
system is built into the ser¬ 
ver’s ROM, most of the con¬ 
figuration is done for you. Just 
plug it into your Ethernet net¬ 
work, assign it an IP address, 
and it’s ready to go. 

Instant IP It’s a foreign 
concept at first: There’s no 
monitor, no keyboard—it’s 
just a box. And it took us only 
ten minutes to have it up and 
running. Just plug the box into 
the network, go to any net¬ 
worked machine, open your 
Web browser, and enter the IP 
address that you want for the 
box, just as you would any 
Web address. 

You simply see Web pages 
already in the box’s ROM that 
act as an online manual. These 
Web pages explain how to cre¬ 
ate directories, load HTML 
code, and perform most other 
basic Web-server tasks, includ¬ 
ing monitoring server security. 

All your Web file creation 
and site management is han¬ 
dled this way, which ends up 
not being the most productive 
route. You have to use your 
browser to paste in the HTML 
code (or upload several pages 
at once in the TAR file format) 
and upload graphics onto the 
box for every page you want 
to create. Also, there’s no tra¬ 
ditional hierarchical view of 
pages, and no easy way to 


move files around. If you’re 
dealing with hundreds of 
HTML files, the process is 
slow and cumbersome. And 
effectively organizing them is 
next to impossible. The entire 
Web-based filing system could 
use a redesign. It’s tricky to 
navigate and it’s difficult to 
find specific files. 

Small Packages The 
WebBox comes configured 
with 1MB to 8MB of flash 
memory. For a midsize, graph¬ 
ically rich Web site, 8MB is 
enough—unless you plan to 
use many Shockwave and Java 
effects. For publishing lots of 
animation and a large collec¬ 
tion of Web pages, however. 


the WebBox will quickly run 
out of resources. It’s best 
suited to Webmasters looking 
to publish text-based HTML 
pages with simple graphics. 

The WebBox is about half 
as fast as a top-notch dedi¬ 
cated Web server, mainly 
because of its flash-memory 
setup. However, performance 
shouldn’t be a major problem 
when setting up a smaller site 
that isn’t cranking through 
huge databases or churning 
out Java code. Webtronics 
expects to have units with 
standard hard drives for stor¬ 
age later this year. 

Another big advantage to 
the WebBox is security. With a

Every time I restart my computer, my icons line up in columns, in 
alphabetical order. How can I get them to stay where I put them? 1 

Right-click on the desktop, choose Arrange Icons, and look at the Auto Arrange 
entry on the cascading menu. You should see a check mark next to the entry; 
click once to uncheck it. Your desktop objects will stay put. 

Where is the desktop, exactly? The objects you see on the desktop come 
from two places. In the Windows Explorer, you can see both Desktop views; 
One sits at the top of the tree of folders; the other is a folder inside the Win¬ 
dows folder. Highlight the top icon Cor look at the actual desktop space) 
and you’ll see system objects, including My Computer, Network Neigh¬ 
borhood, and the Recycle Bin, as well as objects you’ve added.

What is it? Every program currently 
running in a window gets its own button 
on the Taskbar. By default, the Taskbar is 
always visible; use the Taskbar buttons to 
switch to any window without having 
to slide other windows out of the way. 
Some applications use icons in the tray at 
the right to provide information about 
hardware and system settings. 

What does it do for me? Click on any 
Taskbar button to switch to that window. 
Tool Tips let you see the full name of the 
window, as shown in its title bar.

The Taskbar disappeared. How do I get it back? Slide the mouse pointer 
to the bottom of the screen, where the Taskbar normally appears. If the 
Taskbarslides up from the bottom, it’s been set to hide itself automatically. Use 
the Taskbar Properties dialog box to change this option. If it doesn’t appear, 
you may have accidentally set the Taskbar at zero rows high. Minimize any 
open windows so only the desktop is showing, then aim the mouse pointer at 
the bottom of the screen until it becomes a two-headed arrow. Click and drag 
up until the Taskbar reappears. 

I’m running at a low resolution and want more room for application 
windows. How do I move the Taskbar out of the way? Open the Taskbar 
Properties dialog box and uncheck the Always on Top option. Application 
windows will now be able to use the space occupied by the Taskbar instead 
of stopping just above it. To switch to the Taskbar when it’s covered by an 
application window, press Ctrl-Esc. 

I prefer the Taskbar at the top of the screen, like the Apple menu on a 
Macintosh. Can I do that? To anchor the Taskbar to the top of the screen or 
to either side, point to an empty space on the Taskbar, then drag it to any edge 
of the screen, and drop. Caution: Some application windows don’t resize 
properly when the Taskbar is at the top of the screen. 

The time shown in the Taskbar clock isn’t correct. Is there a quick way 
to reset it? Double-click on the clock to pop up the Control Panel 
Date/Time applet and change the time. To see the current day and date in 
a Tool Tip, let the mouse pointer hover over the clock for a second or two. 
While the Date/Time dialog box is open, check the Time Zone tab as well 
and adjust if necessary.

What rules do I have to follow when naming files? In theory, Windc 
filenames can be up to 255 characters long, although the full DOS-sty(l 
name, including the path, cannot be more than 260 characters.

Spaces are OK, as are exclaa 
tion points, ampersands, apostrophes, and extra periods. 

How does Windows 95 truncate long filenames for compatibility with 
DOS and Windows 3.1 applications? Whenever you create or rename a file 
using a name that would be too long or otherwise illegal under a previous 
DOS version, Windows automatically generates a matching eight-dot-three 
entry in the file system. These short filenames include the first six characters 
of the long filename (minus spaces and other illegal characters), followed by 
a tilde and a number and then the file extension-for example, LETTER-1 .TXT. 
Succeeding files that would duplicate this filename use the next number in 
thesequence-LETTER~2, -3, and soon. 

I inadvertently deleted (or moved or renamed) a file. How do I undo it? 

The Windows 95 shell includes ten levels of Undo. To restore a file to its 
original state, press Ctrl-Z, or use the Undo option from the Edit menu in 
any folder window. You cannot restore a deleted file if you’ve emptied it 
from the Recycle Bin. 

What happens when I drag objects from one folder to another? That 

depends on the file type, the original location, and the destination. For any 
unexecutable file, dragging from one folder to another on the same logical 
drive moves it. Dragging to a different logical drivff even on the same physi¬ 
cal drive, produces a copy. Dragging an executable file always creates a 
shortcut at the destination. The mouse pointer provides feedback about the 
default action (a plus sign for copies, an arrow for moves). 

Is there an easier way to copy or move objects from one folder to 
another? Use the right mouse-button when dragging and dropping files, 
then select from a shortcut menu before completing the move or copy. Or 
select a file or files, right-click, and choose Cut or Copy. Right-click in the 
destination folder and choose Paste to complete the action.

How do I set them up? Most programs 
create file associations automatically.

I installed Microsoft’s Plus CD and now all my file-type entries have 
changed. What’s going on? Microsoft's Internet Explorer replaces the 
default File Types dialog box with an updated version. The new dialog box 
includes information to help it and other Web browsers handle MIME- 
encoded information. You shouldn’t need to edit this information manually. 

I installed a new program and it changed the associations for certain 
file types. How do I restore the associations I prefer? If the application 

that originally created the associations has a REG (Registry Information) file, 
often you can double-dick on that file to restore the original entries. To 
change file associations one by one, open the File Types dialog box and 
select the description for the new, unwanted file type. Click on Edit, then 
change the entries for each associated action. If tie original entries included 
DDE commands, it’s easier to reinstall the application than to recreate the file- 
type entries from scratch. 

How do I open a data file with an application other than the one asso¬ 
ciated with its extension? Select the file or a group of files, hold down the 
Shift key, then right-click. The shortcut menu will include an extra choice, 
Open With.

How can I use shortcuts most effectively? Shortcuts can be tremen¬ 
dously useful for customizing and organizing applications and data. They 
allow you to replace a cryptic program name with a plain-English equivalent, 
for example, or to automatically start a program in a specific folder. If you reg¬ 
ularly work for a few days or weeks with groups of files scattered across dif¬

I have hundreds of fonts installed on my computer. Is there any way to 
organize them? Not without help from third-party software. Windows 95 
does not include tools for organizing fonts into groups, and virtually all the 
third-party font managers developed for Windows 3.1 refuse to work under 
Windows 95 because of major changes in the way the new operating system 
installs and configures fonts. You’ll need to look for a font utility that was 
designed or upgraded especially for Windows 95. 

I upgraded from Windows 3.1, and some of the fonts I had installed are 
no longer available. How do I add them? Click on the Start button, choose 
Find, Files or Folders, and on the Advanced tab select TrueType Font file in the 
Of Type box. Click Find Now and drag the found files into the Fonts folder 
where they’ll automatically be added to your collection of installed fonts. 

My printer doesn’t handle TrueType fonts correctly. How can I print 
documents using these fonts? If you have an older Hewlett-Packard

the Printers folder, right-click on the printer icwfchoose Properties, click 
on the Fonts tab, and check the necessary TrueType setting. 

I have dozens of Type 1 PostScript fonts. What am I supposed to do 
with them? Keep using them. Windows 95 fully supports your PostScript 
fonts.

A grayed-out 
icon means the printer is offline or not 
currently available. 

C. To open the status window for an 
installed printer and manage jobs in the 
print queue, double-click on the printer 
icon in the Taskbar tray.

What is it? The Printers folder is the 
control center for managing printer drivers 
and print queues. Each installed printer, 
local or networked, has its own icon here. 
Microsoft’s Exchange fax utility also 
appears in this folder. 

What does it do for me? Every job you 
send to a printer goes into a print queue 
first; you can pause or cancel any print 
job as long as the job is still in the queue. If 
you’re using a notebook or printing to a 
networked printer, you can choose to 
work offline and store the jobs in the 
queue for printing later. 

How do I set it up? To open the Printers 
folder, click on the Start button and 
choose Settings and then Printers. 
Double-click on the Add Printer icon 
to install drivers for a new local or 
networked printer. Double-click on any 
printer’s icon to open its status window; if 
there are jobs in the queue, you’ll see a 
smaller printer icon in the Taskbar tray.

If the printer oh the other end is attached to a PC running Windows 95, you 
don’t need a separate disk for drivers-Windows will automatically copy the 
drivers from the remote PC to yours. Open the Printers folder, click on the Add 
Printer icon, and follow the wizard's instructions to connect to the shared net¬ 
work printer and copy its drivers. 

I want to share my printer with my assistant, but I don’t want others in 
my department to have access to it. What should I do? Just as in Win¬ 
dows 3.1, you can hide a shared printer so that it doesn't show up when 
other people browse across the network. To activate this undocumented 
feature, give your printer a name that ends in a dollar sign, such as LJ4$, 
and protect it with a password. Anyone who wants to connect to that 
printer will need to type in the full name of the printer, the PC to which it’s 
attached, and the password. 

How do I kill a print job? If it’s still in the queue, the process ifsimple: Open 
the print-queue folder by double-clicking on the printer icon in the Taskbar 
tray. Highlight the job you want to kill. Right-click and choose Cancel Printing 
from the pop-up menu. To kill every job in the queue, use the Purge Print Jobs 
command under the Printer menu. 

Because I work with a portable computer, my printer isn’t always 
available. What’s the best way to handle printing? Open the Printers 
folder, select the printer you normally use, and choose File and then Work 
Offline. Now use any printing function as you normally would. Windows will save 
your print jobs in a queue and offer to print them automatically the next time you 
connect to the printer. This technique works for networked printers as well.

Software never had it so good. The performance 
advantage of a 166MHz Pentium system—or its 
133MHz Cyrix 6x86 equivalent—becomes apparent 
when your spreadsheet balloons like the federal 
deficit and e-mail suddenly resembles a multimedia 
vaudeville act. 

But speed alone doesn't make a supersystem. All 
the PCs we reviewed sport 16MB of RAM, as well as 
a 64-bit or 128-bit video accelerator with at least 2MB 
of memory. And while we required each system to 
have at least a quad-speed CD-ROM drive, most fea¬ 
ture six-speed drives. A sound card, speakers, and a 
17-inch monitor are also standard. 

Right Stuff, Nice Price Our top-ranking system, 
Micron’s P166 Millennia, hit all the marks with ease. 
Thanks to Number Nine’s top-of-the-line Imagine-2 
video accelerator with 4MB of VRAM, the PI 66 Mil¬ 
lennia tied for second in our benchmark tests. Its per¬ 
formance was also boosted by Quantum’s 1.2GB 
Fireball hard drive and a six-speed CD-ROM drive. 
For such speed and quality components, the system’s 
$3,307 price is hard to beat. 

IBM’s Personal Computer 750 competes with the 
Millennia in price and outdid it in performance— 
barely. But IBM skimped on components. The sys¬ 
tem includes only 2MB of WRAM on Matrox’s 
Millennium video accelerator. And while the Per¬ 
sonal Computer 750 does come with a DSP-2 sound 
system, it doesn’t include any speakers—unlike 
Micron’s Millennia.

Cyrix Speedster At $2,770, Polywell’s Poly 
686P8—powered by a 133MHz Cyrix 6x86 CPU—is 
priced far lower than many Pentium systems. It 
achieved the best graphics performance, but only 
middling overall performance. Still, for well under 
$3,000 you get a 2GB hard drive and ATI’s 64-bit 
Mach64 graphics accelerator with 4MB of VRAM. 

Pentium systems from Tagram, Gateway 2000, 
and Robotech also did well. TagranPs Thunderbolt 
Virtual Studio P166 and Robotech’s Cobra XLT/2 
P166 both come with Number Nine’s Imagine 128 
graphics accelerator loaded with 4MB of VRAM, but 
the Thunderbolt’s $2,595 price tag gives it the edge. 

Systems from Hewlett-Packard, NEC, and Quan- 
tex are reasonably priced but achieved only middle- 
of-the-pack performance. 

Finally, Austin Direct’s Austin PowerPlus 166 and 
Digital Equipment’s Celebris GL 5166ST did well, 
but cost considerably more than the competition.

200MHz Pentium Pro systems we tested made short 
work of our 32-bit performance benchmarks. Buy 
one of these boxes and you’ll be set for the most 
demanding applications—today’s and tomorrow’s. 

Speed to Spare Micron’s Pro 200 Magnum Plus 
was propelled to the top spot by its stellar compo¬ 
nents. Number Nine’s Imagine-2 video card with 
4MB of VRAM made the Pro 200 Magnum Plus a 
graphics star. And the system’s six-speed CD-ROM 
drive and 2GB hard drive boosted overall perfor¬ 
mance. Creative Labs’ Sound Blaster AWE32 audio 
card and Iomega’s 1GB removable Jaz drive make 
the system even more attractive—and you can have it 
all for only $5,506. 

Close on the Pro 200 Magnum Plus’s heels was 
Dell’s Dimension XPS Pro200. At $3,699 it’s one of the 
least-expensive systems in the roundup. It comes with 
a six-speed CD-ROM drive, Creative Labs’ Sound 
Blaster AWE32 sound card, and Number Nine’s Imag¬ 
ine 128 video accelerator with 4MB of VRAM. Don’t 
let its last-place performance fool you—the spread was 
narrow and the price makes this system a steal. 

Net Return Hewlett-Packard’s Vectra XU 6/200 
outperformed all the other systems in our tests and is 
the only one that supports dual CPUs—a real boon 
for anyone interested in building a high-end Web 
server or 3-D graphics workstation. Unfortunately, its 
$7,050 price tag will put off most buyers. 

Tagram’s Thunderbolt P6 Pro 200 delivered 
roughly the same performance as the Dimension XPS, 
but the Thunderbolt has over twice the hard-disk 
capacity (4.3GB). The trade-off is that the Thunderbolt

costs almost $800 more even though its Millennium 
graphics accelerator from Matrox is equipped with 
only 2MB of WRAM. Still, depending on your needs, 
either one makes a great system. 

Advanced Logic Research’s Evolution Dual6 was 
fast, but its high price ($6,553) knocked it down a 
notch. It comes with a big 4GB hard drive, but only 
a quad-speed CD-ROM drive and Diamond’s Stealth 
64 video accelerator with a scant 2MB of VRAM. 

Compaq’s $7,788 Deskpro XL 6200 is the only sys¬ 
tem that offers Panasonic’s PD/CD-ROM drive—a 
rewritable phase-change drive coupled with a quad- 
speed CD-ROM drive. But the system is hurt by its 
high price. Integrated Ethernet and Matrox’s Millen¬ 
nium video card with 2MB of WRAM weren’t enough 
to earn the Deskpro a higher score. 

Gateway 2000’s affordable $4,924 G6-200 per¬ 
formed well, thanks to its Millennium graphics accel¬ 
erator with 4MB of WRAM and a 2GB Fast Wide 
SCSI-3 drive. Too bad there’s no sound card. Local- 
bus Ethernet is included, however. 

Polywell’s Poly P6-200A offers solid components, 
including a whopping 4.3GB hard drive, a six-speed 
CD-ROM drive, and Creative Labs’ Sound Blaster 
AWE32 audio card. But those features don’t justify 
the system’s near-$6,000 price tag. 

Digital Equipment’s Celebris XL 6200 ($6,919) and 
Intergraph’s TD-300 ($7,500) bring up the rear. While 
both are decent performers, their exorbitant price tags 
left us cold. We’ll wait until prices are more reasonable. 
The Celebris’s CPU can be upgraded to DEC’s Alpha 
chip, but that doesn’t justify the system’s cost.

These days, guessing how soon you’ll zero out the 
cost of your next system is next to impossible. No 
one knows when the mass migration to Windows 
NT will come, Cyrix is exerting extraordinary pres¬ 
sure on PC prices with its 6x86 chips, and 32-bit 
applications that take advantage of Pentium power 
are arriving en masse. 

Even so, the basics of buying a computer haven’t 
changed. You want a machine with enough power 
that it won’t run out of gas in six months. That means 
you have to identify the current sweet spot in price 
and performance, and buy slightly—but not too 
much—ahead of it. Reach too far ahead, and you’ll 
pay a premium for the cutting-edge technology. Fail 
to reach far enough, and you’ll hit a performance ceil¬ 
ing before your budget allows you to upgrade. 

For basic applications, today’s entry-level system is 
the 133MHz Pentium. Yet 166MHz Pentium sys¬ 
tems—which perform roughly 20 percent faster than 
133MHz systems and cost only slightly more—are 
the obvious machines to get, and Micron’s PI 66 


Millennia is our system of choice. Cyrix’s 133MHz 
6x86 CPU throws a curve ball into the field too, how¬ 
ever. Polywell’s 6x86-equipped Poly 686P8 per¬ 
formed as well as many 166MHz Pentiums in our 
tests, and it costs less than many 133MHz Intel-based 
systems. That spells a potential price war for the near 
future, and buyers wifi benefit as the prices for these 
superfast systems begin to fall. A short wait might 
pay off if you’re looking for a bargain. 

If your main concern is power, a 200MHz Pentium 
Pro offers a simpler, albeit more expensive, solution. It 
runs Windows 95 applications about as fast as any 
166MHz Pentium, and it makes Windows NT appli¬ 
cations fly. Plenty of Windows NT users can justify a 
Pentium Pro’s $3,700 to $7,800 cost with the work 
they do today, no questions asked. Many others can 
justify the Pentium Pro as a hedge against obsoles¬ 
cence. Once again, Micron leads the pack, this time 
with its Pro 200 Magnum Plus.

Reviews: Run the Numbers with Ease 
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Accounting hasn’t always been easy. Early accounting 
packages for the PC arrived as multimodule suites mired 
in a bog of accounting jargon and high prices. The prod¬ 
ucts were often so complex that some users had to hire 
an accountant to use them. And why own an accounting 
package if you can’t use it yourself? 

If you think you can’t afford dedicated accounting 
software, you can always do the books with a database 
or spreadsheet. But such ad hoc accounting methods 
usually come at the price of considerable programming 
time and endless hours of data entry. 

It doesn’t have to be that way. The latest all-in- 
one, small-business accounting packages have 
changed the rules by including high-end features, 
improving usability, and lowering prices. These new 
accounting programs come with user-friendly tools 
that combine the number crunching of a spread¬ 
sheet with the data retrieval of a database. Best of all, 
they cost less than what many accountants charge 
by the hour. 

The three packages we tested—Intuit’s QuickBooks

Pro 4.0, BestWare’s M.Y.O.B. Accounting with Pay¬ 
roll 6.0, and Peachtree Software’s Peachtree Accounting 
for Windows Release 3.5—take a financial load off your 
shoulders. QuickBooks Pro’s powerful reporting tools 
let you probe your assets, liabilities, and cash flow to 
uncover weaknesses in areas such as pricing policies 
and inventory management.

So should you switch your accounting program? If 


you want to try out only a few new features, you prob¬ 
ably won’t find the move worthwhile. But the sooner 
you get started on a new accounting package, the easier 
the transition from a paper system will be. At less than 
$200 each for the top apps, the outlay won’t drain your 
bank account. And the ease-of-use features will save 
you more than just time—they’ll save you headaches. 

You don’t have to choose exclusively from the 
market leaders, either. Small businesses with limited 
accounting requirements—and budgets—may find 
just what they need in one of the other packages listed 
in the table, “Top Small-Business Accounting Pack¬ 
ages” (page 173). For instance, you may spend more 
on pens and paper in a year than you would for the 
$69 One-Write Plus. But if you take your accounting 
seriously—and don’t want to make it your career— 
you can’t go wrong with QuickBooks Pro.

Record Your Own CDs 

I magine leaving your client a copy of the multimedia-packed 
presentation you just delivered. Or taking home with you, in 
your coat pocket, all the files from your office PC. Better yet, 
what about creating your own custom audio CDs for the 
commute to the office? Now you can, with CD-recordable 


(CD-R) drives, which have 
plunged in price and are easier 
to use than ever. 

We looked at five CD-R 
drives. All but one record 
CD-ROMs at the speeds of a 
typical double-speed drive, 
and read CDs at quad 
speed—fast enough for basic 
CD applications. The drives 
cost between $800 and 
$1,500 (prices are expected

to drop later this year) and 
include recording software 
for Windows 95. Testers 
found the drives fairly easy to 
use once they were running, 
but setting up some of them 
was a true test of patience. 

All but one of the drives 
have external models and are 
SCSI-based, which resulted 
in SCSI adapter-card 
installations and hours of 


wrestling with Windows 95 
and each unit’s proprietary 
drivers. A few of the drives 
required several hit-and-miss 
installations and countless 
restarts. While it’s worth it 
once a CD-R drive is up and 
running, you’ll need to gather 
some stamina for setting up 
before you begin. 

For recording tasks, 
usability boiled down to the 
software. The drives came 
with variations of Corel’s CD 
Creator or Incat’s Easy-CD 
Pro. Our usability testers 
liked CD Creator because it 
ran more drive diagnostics, 
delivered slightly better 
control, and included better 
features for simple recording 
of audio CDs and Photo 
CDs. Each software’s drive 
diagnostics proved to be 
essential. (They should be 
run each time you bum a 
CD-ROM, since a CD-R’s 
recording laser can often get 
off track and stop the 
process.) Although our 
testers found the setup and 
use of each drive similar, 
there were some differences. 

Data Dynamo Smart and 
Friendly’s CD-R 1002 had 
the easiest setup of all the 
drives—most of our testers 
got it to work on the first 
try. That, plus its low price, 
made it the top choice. Its 


only drawback is that it 
comes with Incat’s 
Easy-CD Pro instead of 
Corel’s CD Creator, which 
our testers preferred. 

Even so, the CD-R 1002 
performed well, and most 
CD bums were successful. 
The drive supports every 
CD-ROM format, including 
Enhanced CD and Multi 
Session. Although the CD-R 
1002 doesn’t have the greatest 
software, or extras like clip art 
and video clips, it was the 
best drive we found. 

Basic Backups Hewlett- 
Packard’s SureStore CD- 
Writer 4020i is an internal 
drive only. (The other drives 
have external and internal 
versions.) The SureStore is 
priced a bit above the $1,000 
mark, and offers some of the 
best software extras we’ve 
found. While its recording 
software, Incat’s Easy-CD 
(some of the other drives 
come with Easy-CD Pro),- 
wasn’t the best, our testers 
found that it was good for 
simple data backup. 

Setting up the SureStore 
was a little difficult, mainly 
because it’s an internal unit 
and we had to navigate 
around the PC’s chassis and 
various wires. The SureStore 
comes with some original 
software like Incat’s Magic

performance lagged behind 
the other drives. Because of 
conflicts between the SCSI 
card and the drive, CD 
Creator wrote only at single 
speed after it ran through its 
CD-R drive diagnostics. 
This means a lot of thumb¬ 
drumming for backing up 


big files or copying full- 
length audio CDs. 

Even so, the RCD comes 
with dozens of tools, 
including Corel’s CD 
Creator and Pinnacle’s own 
RCD Archive, a simple 
backup utility. The drive 
also comes with various clip 
art, images, and video clips 
to dabble with—a simple and 
fun add-on that most of the 
other packages didn’t have. 

Money Burn The one 

outstanding thing about 
Sony’s Spressa is that 
it includes ten blank CD- 
ROMs (the other drives came 
with only one or two discs). 
The downside is that the extra 
discs come at a price: At 
$1,495 the external drive lacks 
a SCSI adapter and cable—an 
extra $100 expense. 


The Spressa was easy to 
set up because it didn’t 
require a specific adapter. 
Most usability testers had 
the drive up and burning 
after only a few failed 
attempts. Like the RCD 
5040, the Spressa comes 
with CD Creator, which 
worked well with the 
drive. The extra discs are 
convenient, although you 
can buy blank ones for 
around $10 each. Even so, 
the Spressa’s relatively easy 
setup and excellent software 
make the drive well worth 
considering. 

Slow Reader MicroNet’s 
Master CD Plus doesn’t 
include a SCSI adapter or 
cable. Our usability testers 
found the Master CD Plus 
was inconsistent with 


various 
adapter cards, 
and couldn’t 
install the drive even after 
several attempts.

The Master CD Plus 
comes with Incat's 
Easy-CD Pro, and 
performed well after we got 
the drive working. But for 
simple CD-ROM reading, 
you can do better. Despite 
the drive’s $1,195 price 
(the second most expensive 
unit we tested), it reads at 
only double speed in 
comparison with quad 
speed in the other drives. 
Look for a new version 
with a faster read speed to 
be released from MicroNet. 
But for now, you can find a 
better deal. 


Take a Spin For serious 
recording, you’ll need some 
major hard disk space since 
CD-R recording software 
usually requires a lot of room 
for a data cache. For the most 
price-conscious, an internal 
drive is the way to go, and 
every drive we mentioned 
has an internal model. 

Keep in mind that if you 
already have an internal 
CD-ROM drive, you’ll have 
to remove it to make room 
for the CD-R drive. 

So, are you ready to start 
rolling your own CD- 
ROMs? For CD creation, 


Smart and Friendly’s CD-R 
1002 and Sony’s Spressa 
handle any CD format. 

Our testers picked the CD-R 
1002 as the best buy overall. 
They found it has the easiest 
setup, the lowest price, and 
the best performance. The 
Spressa, however, has better 
software. For basic backups 
and more software, Hewlett- 
Packard’s SureStore 
CD-Writer 4020i is a good 
choice. Its software is simple 
and does the job, plus it 
comes with plenty of 
interactive tutorials and 
online help. jack LYON 



Our Usability Labs 
burned countless 
CD-ROMs, many of 
which were ruined as we 
tweaked adapter cards, 
drivers, and recording 
software. Our testers 
installed each CD-R 
drive on identical 
systems running 
Windows 95. When an 
adapter card and driver 
software weren’t 
included, we used 
Adaptec’s 16-bit SCSI-2 
host adapter and 
Adaptec’s EZ-SCSI Lite. 

Our testers performed 
various tasks after they 
installed the drives. 

Tests included making a 
copy of another CD, 
creating a standard 
audio CD, backing up all 
the data from a hard 
drive, and burning 
mixed-media CD-ROMs 
that had both data and 
audio. They also tested 
how easily each drive 
wrote data on a 
recordable disc that 
already had some data 
recorded on it. 

Our testers also 
examined the software’s 
ability to scan for drives 
and to clearly note what 
formats were being 
recorded, as well as how 
the software tracked 
various recording 
sessions and how fast it 
could work with various 
drives to write data. 

Finally, to evaluate 
reading, ourtesters 
looked at each CD-R 
drive as a straight-flying 
CD-ROM drive, by 
running various CD-ROM 
games, applications, and 
video clips.
